WasminaTox, June 18, —The preparation of
Instructions by the State department which
will soon be forwarded to Ambassador Buy-
nril, directing him  to make inguiries con-
corning thie condition of Captain W, C.
Miner, U1, 8, A, retived, vocalls the fact that
an offlcer of the Unitod States army I8 sorv-
fug o life sentence in an English prison for
murder, 1tis the only case on record of a
murderor borne on the rotls of the army and
deawing the pay of his grade. The salary is
not pald to him' divect, but it goes to his
lately appolnted conserviator, and he will
coutinue to druw ivas long us he remains
alive,

It is in consequence of the pay that Am-
bassador Bayard will be divected to inguire
fnto the case. Every few yvears a formnl
fuguiry of this kind is made through the
regulnr diplomatic chinnnel o order that the
War depurtment may fool satisticd that it is
not paying o salorey tooa dend man,

There has been no ofeial report as to his
condition for several yenrs, The lust report
from the superintendent of the Droadmors
Lunatie asyium tells the story of his erime
mnd confinement,

He wis conlined in this
1872,  His offenso conststed of  shootinge
and killing n mun in the Belvidere road.

New Yorg, June 15.—=The Worldls sperial
from Baltimore says: Mrs, Ramsey, who
keeps i boarding house at 351 St Paul street,
suys that previous to the Borden murders, o
boy came from New Epglopd and boarded
with her. He told her that he was the
adopted son of Llzzie Borden's uncle, and
that his nome was Felix Borden,  He said
thut lis purents’ name was Desroches, From
all neecounts he did not live havpily with the
Boraens, and as o result of a disugrecuient
with tnem ne left home suddenly.

Pollx told Mrs. RRamsey that his home was
in New Bedford or Fall Kiver, e spent his
money freely, Hoedid not pay his board bill,
and left, saying that he wuas going to nis
home m Muassachusotts 10 cet money o
spttle,

A few days after Pelix left, the Borden
murders were committed, He returned to
Baltimore and o one oceasion Mrs. Ramsey
spoke to Folix about the murders,  She suys
that he veplied: “Oh! Lizzie did it,"

Asked if the young man was ever heard to
minke any thredtening remarks about the
Bordens of Massachusetts, Mis. Ramsey
safd: “During the two years FPelix lived
here he spoke frequently of the Bordens,
und, Judging from his remarks, 1 did not
think he carved vory much for them.  He re-
ferved, 1 remember, on one oceaslon, to sonie
old woman up there and did not spoak very
cotmpiimentarily ot her, I Judged from his
romrls that he hind had the quarrel with

Askod vo degeribe the young maon, Mrs,
Ramsey spid that he wos o medjiom-sized
fellow with darvk hoir, and when he loft wis
21 yearsold.  Her doscription, it is said,
tillies with that given by severil witnesses
on Uhursday, who siid that they saw o
strange youns mau ot the Bovden gate the
morning of the morder,  Young Borden left
Baltimore last fall und has not been heard
of here since.

Germany's Army Bill Oannot Poesibly Be
Adoptad.

PRESENT PLANS OF THE MINISTRY

Its Efforta Wil Now Nle Confined to Effect-
Ing Seorot Combinations Agninst the
Boclnlista—Appeal te Cntholio
Yorers of the Empire.

Benviy, June 18.-—~The election returns
wore virtunily complote at 3 o'clock this
afternoon, The reports from 151 districts
wore then lncking, The returns may noces-
sitate o fow alterntions but they will be
trivinl, Thoe candidates elected number 215,
Of thesa, 101 will vote for the army bill; 114
against ic.

Inn the following list by parties the anti-
Semitic conservatives are included with the
conservatives and the inaependents are
treated ns mombers of the parties with
which they aftiliasted in the last Relchstag,

Lioher clerieals, 084 social democrats, 205
conservatives and agruvians, 44 nativnal lib-
erals, 15 radieal unionists who favor the
bill, 4; Poles, 12 free conservatives, 10; cler-
fenls favornble to the bill, 11; Alsatians, 73
south German democrats, 4; anti-Semites, 8
(two of them favoring the bill); Bavarian
agrarvians, 2: Guelphs, 1; Danes, 1; Bavarian
separatists, 1; Richterists, none.

Among the candidates in the 181 new bal-
lots there will be 10 Poles, 52 conservitives,
U agrarinns, 7 free conservatives, 72 national
Hberals, 30 clerieals, 77 socinl democrats, 11
radical unionists, 85 Richiterists, 16 anti-
Semives and 8 Guelphs,

As wis expected the latest returns hove
inerensed steadily the list of members upon
whom the governmeut oan rely for support.

While the victories of the socinl demoerais
have peen regarvded with alarm, thelr im-
mediate effect upon the fate of the army bill
will be more than offset by the losses of the
Lichter rudicals,

Plans of tho Minlstry,

After four hours in conference yesterday
alternoon the ministers who had met Lo dis-
cliss the results of the election deciged that
in view of the recent results it would be
supertluous to issue an appeal to tha country
hefore the second bullots,  On Friday*several
ministers favored this mode of firousing the
voters to support the government candidunties,
but yesterday only two of them were still in
favor of the plan.  The great majority of the
ministers are confident that by meansof free
comsorvitives and national Hberals they ean
secure o number of seats ot the svcond  bal-
lots fram the Richterists and clerienls,

They depond upon tho general alarm ex-
cited Dy the social democratle victories to
drive clerieals and opposition elericals into
the povernment camp in  constituencies
where the contests are betwoen conserva-
tives or natioun! liberal candidates and
socialists.  IT these expectations be realized,
not only will the povernment open the
Reichstag with ulmost hinlf the members on
its side, but also will be enabled at the final
poll to leeep the soclal democeats down tea
totul of forty or forty-five voles.

Combinlng Agminst tho Socinlists.

The ministerial expectations of n general
combingtion neninst the socinlists are en-
tirely under ground, as shown by the nction
of theelorieal leaders, Immedutely after the
elaction they sent out a circular letter to the
constituencies to admonish Catholie voters
that under uwo clrcumstatees should they
vote for srmy bill candidates I8 the by-elec-
tions, Sinco then the socislists have be-
ecome so groat that the leaders have revoked
their fivst letter and have sent out another
culeulated to solidify the Catholic wvote
fgainst the socinl democratic candidates,
even in cases whoere sueh o course will lend
to the eleetion of o conservative or niational
liberal, -

The Germania, o=gan of the north German
elericals, und several other Catholie dailies
aro now ureing the Cathoelies in constituen-
cles contestod by social democrats to lenore
the army bill and vote-solidly for conserva-
tives, freo conservitives or nationnl liberals,
Where socialist successes are in question,
snys the Germania, the Catholic voter must
subprdinate all other duties to the duty of
doing his best to prevent them, ‘The danger
of more socinl democeratic trivmphs must be
obviated at any cost.

Strengthened Stocks.

Operitors on the bourse took a sanguine
view of the government's prospacts in the
socond  ballots, lmperinl and  Prussion
stocks, which weakenced on Friday, were
strong yesterdoy in consequence of the re-
ports that the government would have o
small majority ot the opening of the Roeleh-
stug.  Semt-ofleinl infopmation that the
chancellor would act on his Intest proposals
for tuxes on hourse operations nnd spirituous
1l¢';unrs helped to strengtlion the prices,

e offieial returus from muany constitu-
encies have been received and will be pub-
lished tomorrow, They contain much inter-
esting information as to the votes polled by
consplcuous enndidates,  Count Herbert Bis-
marck, who wns elected by the agrarvians In
the Jerichow distriet, received 11,000 votes
to 0,848 cust for Perdinand Woellmer, radi-
cul, who was the last member for the dis-
trict, Gloocke, the socisl demoeratie eandi-
date, received 4,481 votes. Count Herbert's
mu{nr‘it,\' over ull, thercfore, was 480, He
polled the strength of the conservative vote,
which on the first ballot 1 1800 was 11,182,
The radicul vote in 1500 was 0,504 and the
sociallst voto 2487,

Success of the Soclallsts,

These ficures llustrate clearly how the
socinlists sapped the strength of the Rich-
terist vote,

In Metz, Dr, Hans, Alsatian clerieal, wns
alected by 4,085 votes to 3,830 cast for Lieb-
ermann von Sooneberg, the anti-Semite, and
3,495 for Wilhelm Licbknecht, leader of the
sociisl democrats,

In Rugnitz, Count von Kanitz, the high
protection ¢onservative, received 6,050 votes
Lo 1,757 cast for Dr. Brisick,natienal unionist,

Alilwardt, now serving o sentence for
libel in the Blootued prison, swept every-
thing before him in Arnswalde distelet, the
old constitucncy.
